Antelope Hunting 
Opens Oct. 24 

In 1960, there will be a six-day 
season on pronghorn antelope in 
Alberta. This season, open for both 
male and female antelope, will com¬ 
mence on October 24 and terminate 
on October 29. 

The decision to open antelope 
hunting this year was handed down 
by the Director of Fish and Wild¬ 
life after a review of the results of 
the mid-summer antelope aerial 
survey. These surveys, conducted 
each year, allow the assessment of 
pronghorn density by zones which 
is just one phase of an intensive 
management programme designed to 
collect data on animal abundance, 
sex and age, composition of the 
herds, productivity or rate of in¬ 
crease, causes of mortality, and 
hunter success and harvest by zones. 

This year’s aerial survey — the 
most intensive ever attempted — 
has shown marked increases in 
antelope numbers in all zones 
censused. 

On the basis of the current prong¬ 
horn status in southeastern Alberta, 
expected hunter success, and ex¬ 
pected hunter pressure in this re¬ 
gion, it has been determined that a 
total of 1,850 antelope permits can 
be issued this year. In future years, 
when hunters can be distributed in 
relation to antelope numbers present 
in each zone, it should be possible 
to issue even more permits and rea¬ 
lize an even greater harvest. 

Biological checking stations will 
again be in operation at key posi¬ 
tions throughout the antelope range. 
In addition to collecting informa¬ 
tion on hunter success and effort, 
these stations will implement the 
assessment of age composition of 
the harvest and productivity 
through the collecting of lower jaws 
and uteri. Hunters can assist in the 
management of this improtant wild¬ 
life resource by stopping at check¬ 
ing stations before and after they 
have hunted.

Recalls Early Days 


Barb Wire Johnny, (surname 
Speers) is a character known to 
early timers such as Norman Grier 
and others. He was a ranch hand 
many years ago in the Spring Point 
area and on the Walrond ranch in 
the days of the big cattle spreads, 
and was renowned as a rider. 

In appearance you would take him 
for one of those typical characters 
seen in western movies. He has a 
wiry beard, stands about five and a 
half feet, wears an old slouch hat 
and despite his 80 years operates 
a trap line out of Crows Nest on the 
Alberta - B. C. mountain boundary. 

He recalls that one of his buddies 
Joe Lamarr was killed in a bronc 
riding contest at Calgary Stampede 
in 1912. Johnny lived at Beaver 
Creek in the Porcupine Hills west 
of Macleod, coming from Wiarton in 
the Bruce Peninsula, Ont„ in 1890, 
when the country was wide open 
and hardly a fence anywhere. 

On Wednesday he came down 
from Crows Nest to seek advice at 
the Haig Clinic in Lethbridge, as 
he may have to undergo surgery. 
But he was quit optimistic about it, 
and figures the doctors will pull 
him through. 

Asked about another old timer at 
Crows Nest, as to whether he is 
still alive, he replied that he would 
live so long that somebody would 
have to shoot him on resurrection 
morning. 

So Johnny ambled into the bus 
depot restaurant to get a refresher 
before continuing his return trip 
to Crows Nest, his only worry be- 
in gthat the bus driver would see 
that his pact was safely aboard.

Duck Hunting 
Season Extended In 
Southern Alberta 

Southern Alberta duck hunters 
will have two weeks more hunting 
this season but they will find their 
bag limit still restricted, particularly 
on redheads and canvasbacks. 

The migratory bird regulations for 
Alberta announced by the Canadian 
Wildlife Service extend the season 
in southern and central Alberta two 
weeks. The extended season, which 
runs from Sept. 14 - Dec. 14, is in¬ 
tended to help drive ducks out of 
the Province and avoid the issue of 
special duck damage permits. In 
northern Alberta the season is Sept. 

1 - Nov. 30. 

Bag limits remain the same as 
last year except that the same limits 
are provided for rails, coots and 
gallinules as for ducks. These limits 
do not apply to Metis, Indians and 
others living by hunting and trap¬ 
ping who may shoot 25 rails, coots 
and gallinules a day. Special pro¬ 
tection is given the scarce canvas- 
back and redhead ducks by allowing’ 
no more than one of either kind to 
be included in a day’s bag or in pos¬ 
session. 

For geese and Wilson's snipe, the 


limits remain the same as last year. 
The daily bag permitted of geese is 
five and 10 may be in possession; 
limits on snipe are eight and 16. 

A change in the regulations rest¬ 
ricts the issue of duck damage per¬ 
mits to owners, managers or lessees 
of land or persons authorized by 
them who are residents of Alberta.

A year ago, most of the pundits were pre¬ 
dicting a serious recession or even a depression 
here in Canada. But we have been fortunate. 
Things have continued to roll along at a pretty 
fast clip. 

Now some of the most respected forecast¬ 
ers see the possibility of a small boom in the 
offing. They believe the economy will get a 
real shot in the arm from the decision of the 
U. S. Federal Power Commission to allow the 
importation of Canadian natural gas. Pipe¬ 
lines will be constructed, the steel industry will 
be busy again, and more men will be put to 
work. 

Already the stock market is reflecting a 
new feeling of confidence in the Canadian 
economy. Americans are said to be enthusias¬ 
tic once again about the steady growth poten¬ 
tial of this country. And there is similar en¬ 
thusiasm building up among European invest¬ 
ors. What happened to the depression? Why 
did it not materialize? 

My own view is that we escaped it, so far, 
because the vast majority of Canadians are 
sensible and industrious. When there are storm 
warnings, they note them and act accordingly. 
Demands for heavy government spending have 
eased off-except the strident demands of the 
professional demanders, and a deluge wouldn't 
stop them! 

For a time, we were behaving much the 
same way as the citizens of 1928-29. Govern¬ 
ments were beginning to take the attitude that 
money grew on trees. Some men in responsible 
positions of leadership, were preaching that 
prosperity was merely a question of spreading 
large amounts of money around so that con¬ 
sumers could keep buying. Prices zoomed up 
and up and up. Some of the proposals of these 
leaders, if generally accepted, would have as¬ 
sured a depression equal to that of the dirty 
thirties. 

Better sense has prevailed.

There is a steady growth going on now, and 
il should soon accelerate. If our manufactur¬ 
ing industries can reach reasonable agreement 
with their employees and manage somehow to 
compete with other nations in world markets, a 
wonderful base for progress would be estab¬ 
lished. A reduction in taxes, a general low¬ 
ering of costs, a willingness to work hard and 
effectively - these would assure a prosperous 
and strong Canada for many years to come.

During the present session I have 
sat on four committees dealing with 
Agriculture, Oil and Gas, Water 
Resources, Forests, and the Develop¬ 
ment of the Arctic. The Standing 
Committee on Agriculture has heard 
briefs given by several of the West¬ 
ern Farm Groups — Mr. G. L. 
Harrold, president of the Alberta 
Wheat Pool; Mr. Parker, president 


of the Manitoba Wheat Pool; Mr. 
Wessen, president of the Saskatche¬ 
wan Wheat Pool, Mr. J. E. Browplee, 
president of the United Grain-Grow¬ 
ers; Mr. Greaves of the Farmers 
Union, Mr. McNamara, chairman of 
the Canadian Wheat Board; the 
Board of Grain Commissioners and 
Mr. D. J. McKinnon of the Council 
of Canadian Beef Producers. 

We are continuing in our efforts 
to improve agriculture. Years ago 
when I served as president of the 
Junior branch of the U.F.A. and Dr. 
H. W. Wood was president of the 
U.F.A., hundreds of resolutions were 
passed at annual conventions asking 
for the same type of farm legisla¬ 
tion that has now been put on the 
statute books. In fact, every major 
request for legislation by farm or¬ 
ganizations has now been imple¬ 
mented except Deficiency Payments. 
Vast appropriations amounting to 
over $150 million have been made to 
support these new agricultural pro¬ 
grams. The July 30th edition of the 
Financial Post had this to say: 

“Canada’s farmers are getting 
three times the subsidy help from 
the taxpayer they were getting as 
irecently as five years ago.” 

I should like to see wheat $2.00 per 
bushel and the price of farm mach¬ 
inery down so the farmer would 
need no subsidy, but this is easier 
said than done. At present the whole 
complex question of farm machinery 
prices is being investigated and 
machine companies and labour or¬ 
ganizations have asked for a few 
months to prepare their briefs. 

The subsidy paid to the Wheat 


Board for grain storage increased to 
$38.9 million last year. A farmer 
marketing 10,000 bushels of grain 
should receive from $600 to $1,000 
benefit. Unfortunately, the small 
farmer feeding most of his grain 
received little or no benefit. The 
Federal Government again this year 
passed an item of $42 million for 
Acreage Payments. The Acreage 
Payment Proposal is aimed at 
achieving about the same end as 
would be achieved by the introduc¬ 
tion of a two-price system, which ‘s 
difficult to administer because of 
grades. There are 230,000 Prairie 
Farmers holding permits who will 
benefit. If the Alberta Provincial 
Government would match the $200 
per farm for the 76,000 permit hold¬ 
ers in Alberta, it would further help 
the small farmers. The principal of 
matching federal subsidies for agri¬ 
culture was established last fall on 
the program for crops under the 
snow. Federal money must be raised 
by taxes whereas in the province, all 
that is necessary is to sell another 
oil lease. 

I hope that during the recess I 
shall have the opportunity of meet¬ 
ing many of you personally.

A Salute to Alberta’s Early French Adventurers 

The spirit of adventure which early in its history brought French explorers and colonists to the 
new world had not dulled, even by the late 19th century; there was still Western Canada, unsettled 
and undeveloped, and there were French men and women ready to cross an ocean and travel more 
than half the breadth of the continent to answer its challenge. 

Some of those who came to Alberta had been farmers in France, but many were drawn from the 
aristocracy, from professional groups and from officer ranks of the French army. Choosing their 
homesteads here, the, favored particularly the foothills country about Millarville and the parkland 
areas at Trochu and t’ylvan Lr.’re. districts well suited to their interests of farming and ranching 
and the breeding of fine hglit norses. 

Not all the French settlers remained to live out their days here: for some there were other challenges 
to settle still newer lands, and for many the outbreak of World War One meant a patriotic return to 
their homeland to fight in the trenches alongside other Allied troops. Today, the number of their 
descendants in Alberta is '‘comparatively small, but the cultural and economic contribution of these 
venturesome French pioneers is a proud one!
